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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the limitation instance is not clear with respect to 
the disclosure, therefore the examiner respectfully maintains the rejections cited. Applicant states that an instance is data as defined on 
page 4 lines 5-15, but the definition and/or descriptions of this limitation as cited for example, on page 22 lines 14-20 and page 22 lines 
24-26 do not appear to correspond. The limitation "classifying instance data" in independent claim 1 does not appear to be suported by a 
computer or a machine or manufacture for performing the method steps. 
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
